Indianapolis, Aug. 8.— Visitors in | 
residents alike awaited somcwha: | p ■ 
patiently the beginning of the c. .• 
monies which were to witness the tor- 
Mi notifications' of Messrs Bryan. and 
Stevenson at Military park. 

The procession which was to itart 
at 1:15 p. m. was somewhat late In 
getting off, but when once In motion, 
It moved along with somewhat more 
than the usual celerity. The parade 
was directed by Hon. Charles A. Gar- 
rard as the chief marshal. 

In the line of march were many lo- 
cal political organizations and a num- 
ber of clubs from the surrounding 
country, but the places of honor were 
given to the Chicago Democracy, to 
the Duckworth club of Cincinnati and 
to the Jackson club of Terre Haute. 

Thousands of people witnessed th 1 
ceremonies which began shortly after 
2:30 p. m. Senator James K. Jones, 
chairman of the Democratic nationa' 
committee was introduced by Mayor 
Taggart as presiding officer of the oc- 
casion. Senator Jones in a brief 
speech introduced Congressman James 
C. Richardson of Tennessee. Con- 
gressman Richardson was received 
with wild chers as he mounted UM 
stand to officially notify Mr. Bryan of 
his nomination for president by th ■ 
Democraticconventlon at Kansas City. 

When Mr. Bryan arose to reply a 
demonstration ensued such as had 
never been equalled In this city. When 
order was finally restored Mr. Brynn 
began his address which was of consid- 
erable length. Cheer upon cheer 
greeted him at every telling point. He 
■poke in part as follows:

Kovernment. but I do assert that on the 
Important Issues of the day the Republican 
party la dominated by those inllnem <>s 
which constantly tend to elevate pecuniary 
considerations Md Ijpmre human rights. 

Against us are arruyed a comparatively 
small, but politically and financially pow- 
erful number who reully protlt by Itepub 
llcan policies, but with them are associ I'd 
a large number who, hecnuso of their at- 
tachment to their party name, are giving 
their support to doctrines antagonistic to 
the former teachings of their own party. 
Republicans who used to advocate bl-metal- 
llsin, now try to convince themselves that 
the gold standard Is good: Kepuhllcins who 
were formally attached to the greenback 
are now seeking an excuse for giving na- 
tional bunks control of the nation's paper 
money; Republicans who used to boast 
that the Republican party was paying off 
the national debt, are now looting for 
reasons to support a perpetual and Increas- 
ing debt; Republicans who formerly ab- 
horred a trust, now begnlle themselvi 1 
with the delusion that there are good 
trusts and bad trusts, while In their minds 
the line between the two Is becoming more 
and more obscure; Republicans who In 
times past OaajrfatnlatM the country upon 
the small expense of our standing army 
are now making light of the objections 
which are nrged ■ gainst n large Increase 

in the permanent military establishment; 
Republicans who gloried In our Independ- 
ence when the nation was less powerful 
now look with favor upon a foreign alli- 
ance; Ropiibllcaus who three years aso on- 
demned "forcible annexation" as tumoral 
and even criminal, are now sure that It la 
both Immoral and criminal to op POM forci- 
ble annexation 

Those who would have this nation enter 
opon a career of empire must consider not 
only the effect of Imperialism on the Kll 
Ipinos, but they must also calculate Its 
affect upon our own nation. We cannot 
repudiate the principle of self -government 
In the Philippines without weakening that 
principle here. Kven now we are beginning

Referring to 1 lie Philippine plank of 
the Republican platform assuming 
that this government will retain the 
"slands. Mr. Bryan asked If the Fill 
)ino It to be a citizen or a subject? 
Then he dlsrtssed the Porto Rican 
Quest Ion and declared the tariff against 
Porto Rico to be repugnant to the let- 
ter and spirit it our organic law. He 
next touched jpon our title to the 
Philippines along the lines of prevlou 
speeches. He said, "Force can defend 
a right but force never yet created B 
right," and maintained that the Fili- 
pinos should be treated the same a. 
was promised the Cubans. The re- 
mainder of the speech was devoted tu 
answering in his usual manrwr thf- 
tour arguments in defence of imperial- 
ism, namely: 

First: That we must Improve the present 
Opportunity to become a world power an.' 
enter Into international politics. 

Second: That our commercial Inn-res , 
fn tSO Philippine Islands and In the Oriel t 
uial.e It necessary for us to hold the is- 
lands permanently. 

Third: That the spread of the Christian 
rellglou will be facilitated by a colonial 
policy. 

Fourth: That there Is no honorable re- 
treat from the position which the nation 
has taken. 

His answer to the.-e arguments, con- 
densed into the fewest possible word- 
was that the flrs-t is addressed to the 
nation's pride and the second to the 
nation's pocketbook. The third is in- 
tended for the church member and 
the fourth for the partisan. 

A war of conquest was denouncej 
as unwise and unrighteous. It is not 
necessary to own people in order to 
trade with them. Imperialism won! 1 
be profitable to the army contractor.-, 
shipowners who would carry live sol- 
diers away and dead soldiers back, to 
the franchise grabbers and officials 
whose salaries would be fixed here and 
paid there; but to the farmer ar.d la- 
boring man and tho. e engaged in Oth< ; 
occupations it would bring expenditn.. 
without return and risk without re 
ward. 

In conclusion Mr. Rryan said: I cm

In strength and in 
affluence, solving the problems of civiliza- 
tion and hastening the coming of an uni- 
versal brotherhood— a republic which 
shakes thrones uml dissolves arlstm ra. .-•> 
by Its silent example and gives light, and 
Inspiration to those who sit In darkness. 
Behold n republic gradually but surely he 
coming the supremo moral factor In the 
world's progress and the accepted arbiter 
of the world's disputes— a republic whose 
history, Ilka the path of the Just, "Is SS the 
shining light that shlneth more and more 
Into the perfect day." 

Stevenson Notified. 

Adlai E. Sevenson. the Democratic 
candidate for vice president, was form- 
ally notified of his nomination in a 
brief congratulatory speech by Gover- 
nor Thomas of Colorado. Mr. Steven- 
son replied at length. The salient 
points of bis speech follow: 

I am profoundly grateful for the honor 
conferred upon me by my selection by the 
National Democratic convention, as Its 
candidate for the high ottlce of vice presi- 
dent of the United States. For the com- 
plimentary manner In which such action 
has been offlclslly made known to me, I 
express to you. Mr. Chairman, and to your 
honored associate* of the committee, my 
oincere thanks. 

Deeply Impressed with a sense of the re- 
sponsibility assumed by such candidacy, I 
accept the nomination so generously ten- 
dered me. Should the action of the COB- 
ventlon meet the aprovnl of the people In 
November, It will be my earnest endeavor 
to discharge with fidelity the duties of the 
great otDce. 

Clearly and unequivocally, the Demo- 
cratic convention has expressed Its sympa- 
thy with the llurghers of the South Afri- 
can republics In their heroic attempt to 
maintain free go\ernment. In this, the 
convention, not only vo'red the sentiments 
Of American Democrats, but of liberty- 
loving men everywhere.

Retires From the Vice Prestdt utlai 
l.'.i.r III Kavur of Mov eiisoii. 

Duluili. Minn., Aug. kV— Charles A. 
Towne, the Populist candidate tor vice 
president, has sent the Poyullat com- 
mune on notific aion a lentr declin- 
ing the nomination, lie givca way in 
favor of Adlai Btnvtnnon, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, and says: 1 1 •hall, 
of course, advuc.Ue the elect :>.i of 
Bryan and Stevenson." 

In his letter he reviewed the history 
of the Populist OOBTdntiOO at Sioux 
Falls, saying it was the expectation 
that his nomination would be ratiflnd 
at Kansas City. He remarks that 
either Roosevelt or Stevenson will be 
the next vice president and in this 
connection says: "In what light 
should 1 appear before the American 
people if, while advocating the elec- 
tion of one ticket, 1 should be gouty, 
through the form of running on an- 
other? Nobody in the United States 
would think I had the slightest chance 
of being elected and nobody would be- 
lieve that I considered myself *e:ious- 
ly as a candidate unless at Hip same 
time he believed me to be absolutely 
lacking in common sense." 

Mr. Towne says in conclusion: "The 
platform adopted at Kansas City

PARLIAMENT _A.DJODRNED. 

Queen •lustlties African Wnr and 
Threatens Punishment For C'hliiu. 

London, Aug. 8.— Parliament ad- 
Jourm i Wednesday after the appro- 
priation bill bad been passed by both 
houses. 

The queen's speech at the prorogu- 
ing of parliament after stating that 
the relations with the powers of Eu- 
rope and America continue friendly 
and a reference to the establishment 
of a commonwealth of Australia, re- 
fers to the war in South Africa "which 
has placed in the strongest light the 
heroism and high military qualities of 
the troops brought together under my 
banner from this country, from Can- 
ada, Australia and my South African 
possessions. Believing the continued 
importance of the republics to be a 
constant danger to the peace of South 
Africa, I have authorised the annexa- 



tion of the Free State as a first step to 
the union of the rares under an insti- 
tution which may in time be d< velaped 
so as to secure equal rights and priv- 
ileges in South Africa. 

Referring to China, the speech said: 
"The British and other legations at 
Peking have been unex ;>e< tf Iiy at- 
tacked by an insurpmt mob and It I.; 
feared many of their inmates Were 
murnderexL How tar the Chinese an* 
thorities are accompli CM in this atro- 
cious crime ami whether the British 
mini.-ter and his family tte among the 
victim.-, are matters .still -if some un- 
certainty. The utmost effort! Will l> 
made by my.-,elt' and my ailies to Vis- 
it with worthy ptinishnniu the au- 
thors of this unexampled crime." 

After a reference to the A.-!ianii ris- 
ing, the famine and pl.igue in India, 
the throne thanks] the commons for 
the liberal response to financial de- 
mands due to the war and adds that 
the satisfactory progress of the cam- 
paign gives fair ground for hoping the 
excessive requirements of military ex- 
penditure will soon be abated. The 
speech closes with the usual reference 
to legislation. 

Americans tint the PI11111. 

London. Aug. 8. — The allotment of 
£5.000.000 of the £10.000,000 war loan 
to th-- United States was received in the 
hig'.ier financial world as a good thing 
for London in the present position of 
the English banks. Bankers and small 
Investors severely criticise Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach for privately arranging 
for half of t he so-called public loan 
ami allowing the investment "plum'' 
to go out of the COUntlX The Dank of 
England td VlMd Sir Michael to ac- 
cept the American offer which was 
made early last week through J. P. 
Morgan & Co. and the Barings, the 
Joint takers, pointing out that this was 
an easy and natural way to bring in 
gold and save the exports to the Unit- 
ed States in October. Otherwise the 
bank rate might have to be raised to 
five or six ptr cent and extraordinary 
measures would have to be taken ».o 
increase the gold reserve. 

AMBASSADOR 0H0ATE. 

To Arbitrate Brit sh Claim Against 
C'bliiH For Loss ..f 11 Ship. 

London, Aug. S. — United States Am- 
bassador Choate has been appointed 
arbitrator between the Itiitish and 
Chinese governments in the case of the 
sinking of the British boat Kow Shing 
during the China-Japanese war. 

The Kow Shing, Captain (S-ales- 
worthy, while conveying Chinese 
troops was attacked by Japanese war- 
ships and sunk off Asan, July 1'5. 189-4. 
Captain Galesworthy escaped to the 
Japanese, but many were killed. 

V\ Iscoiislu Republicans. 

Milwaukee, Aug. 8.— The Republican 
state convention to nominate a com- 
plete state ticket met at the exposition 
building at noon with t,M1 delegates 
present. A large portrait of President 
McKinley graced the rostrum. H. C. 
Adams, of Madison, a.« temporary 
chairman, spoke about an hour, eulog- 
izing the national and state adminis- 
trations and dwelling at length upon 
local affairs. At the conclusion of Mr. 
Adams' speech the committees «ere 
named and a recess was taken until 
late In the afternoon. The program 
of the convention calls for the nomi- 
nation of the present ati'te ticket with 
the exception of Governor Sooaeld. 
Former Congressman Robe.it M. La- 
follette will head the ticket. 

I hnmitbih* Succeeds Sinvthe. 

Washing. on, Aug. 8. — The president 
appointed Daniel A. Tompkins of 
North Carolina a member of the in- 
dustrial commission to succeed Ellison 
A. Smythe, resigned. Mr. Tompkins is 
largely Identified with the cotton in- 
terests of the south and Is one of the 
principal owners of the Charlotte Oh 
server.

Grave Onubt Kxlsts as to Whether

Washington. Aug. 8. — While there is 
talk of the probable action of the 
United StaUs g jvernnieut in the Chi- 
nese matter an 1 some discussion of 
the possibility of an extra session of 
congress to deal with the whole situ- 
ation, it is very likely that nothing 
will be done until additional informa- 
tion In received from China. The tenor 
of the message sent to Consul General 
Goodnow and whkh he is expected to 
communicate to the C hi n a— authori- 
ties was such as to necessitate an an- 
swer at once. The authorities are 
awaiting that reply. 

It is stated that President McKinlev 
will not return to Washington until 
next week, when »<• will be accom- 
panied by Mrs. McKinley. As to the 
possibility of ..11 extra se^ion of con- 
gress it was said by a prominent of- 
ficial that Micb a session was improb- 
able. The situation is one of rescue, 
and were congress in session it could 
not get additional troops to China in 
time to participate, in the entrance of 
Peking. 

Mensmte Sent to < on^er. 

As a result of the conference? be- 
tween the pre.-ident, Acting Se. -rotary 
of State Aden, Secretary Roo. and 
General Corbin, a cablegram WLM sent 
to Consul General Goodnow, inciuuing 
a copy of the dispatch from Minister 
Conger and advising him of the situ- 
ation as it is understood here, lie was 
directed to communicate this to Earl 
Li Hung Chang, to Slu ng and to such 
viceroys as can transmit to whatever 
government there is in the Chinese 
empire. This cable contained what is 
said to be a very emphatic statement 
of the position of this government and 
saying that action is Immediately 
necessary. While It Is not strictly 
speaking an ultimatum, it very close 
to it. 

The government Official* here regird 
the situation as very dangerous to 
Minister COM*? and other foreigners 
in Peking and grave doubt is express- 
ed Whether tha international force can 
reach Peking in time to rescae the 
ministers. 

He of Good Cheer 
A message has been sent to Minis- 
ter Conger by the state department 
advising him of the approach of the 
relief column and exhorting him to be 
of good cheer. The dispatch was sent 
direct to Minister Conger at Peking 
and a duplicate of it to Consul General 
Goodnow at Shanghai. Mr. Goodnow 
was directed to spare no pains or ex 
peuse to get the message to Mr. Con- 
ger. 

An answer is expected during the 
day or evening and it probably will 
determine the future action of thl* 
government. 

It Is not believed by the war de- 
partment officials that the Internation- 
al forces now operating along the Pel 
river can reach Peking in time to res- 
cue the ministers if active hostilities 
should begin against the legatloner.-i 
by the imperial troops. So serious do 
the officials regard the situation that 
it is believed by some that there is 
greater safety for the ministers and 
other foreigners to accept an escort of 
the imperial army to Tien Tain, than 
to remain In Peking if war should be 
declared. 

Hoping Kor the Kest. 
Information received through the 
Chinese minister regarding the open- 
ing of communiaction between the 
ministers and their governments is 
the one ray of hope in the situation. 
Whether the promises contained in 
the edict will be made good ought to 
be speedily known and it communica- 
tion is established the most serious 
consequences may be averted. Al- 
though there have been Intimations be- 
fore that such communication would 
be established, this is the first time It 
has appeared In the form ot an im- 
perial edict.

DRAMATIC INCIDENT OF THE TRIAL 



Prewltt Dented His Accusation of 
••Tallow Dick" Coombs— Gol- 
den Denied Statement* 
Made by I'rewltt. 



Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 8— When the 
Powers murder trial was resumed Dr. 
Prewitt of Taylor county continued 
bis testimony. On cross-examination 
he denied that he told Wharton Gold- 
en he had no doubt that "Tallow 
Dick" CoombB 'fired the shot that 
killed Goebel and denied that he said 
Coombs came into the adjutant gen- 
eral's office after the shooting. He re- 
peated that Coombs and Hjckersmlth 
were In the office at the time and that 
neither of them could have done the 
shooting. Witness also said he had 
seen Golden a day or two ago and de- 
nounced him as a liar. As the witness 
left the stand Golden was recalled and 
he and Prewitt met face to face. The 
spectators in the court room watched 
closely to se how they greeted each 
other. They spoke cordially and Gold- 
en took the stand and denied that he 
had made certain statements which 
Prewitt claimed he had made and also 
repeated what he claimed Prewitt told 
him in regard to "Tallow Dick" 
Coombs in connection with the shoot- 
ing. 

Dr. Prewitt was again recalled and 
said that he was with Wharton Golden 
when the latter was first informed by 
Tom Cromwell that he might be ar- 
rested in connection with the assassin. 
Prewitt said Golden told him a few 
minutes later that they were arrang- 
ing to put the crime on Powers but 
that the latter was innocent. 

George W. Long, state treasurer 
during Bradley's regime, testified 
about going to Louisville the morning 
of January 30 with Caleb Powers and 
others to arrange to bring some 
friends from western Kentucky to be 
present when the contest was argued 
the latter part of the week. 

He said the news of the shooting 
caused them to abandon the project. 
On cross-examination the prosecution 
introduced a letter which they asked 
Long to Identify, but he said It had 
not been written by him or signed by 
him. The witness said he thought li 
had been written by his son Wendell 
Long, but he had not authorized It.
